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Complicity in deceit 

There are a few things about the Second World Congress 
on Soviet Jewry that just ended in Brussels that should be 
discussed in public around the world, but the question of 
the status of Jews in the Soviet Union is not one of them. 

'First, we have adopted a policy at the Jordan Times to 
neglect the proceedings of the Brussels meeting because the 
purpose of the gathering is to promote the idea of Zionist 
colonialism in Palestine through the altogether familiar 
diversionary tactics of talking about something else. We 
will not be a party to this, and we call upon our colleagues 
in the international news media to take a hard look at whe- 
ther their role in disseminating news of the Brussels cong- 
ress in any way implicates them in spreading Zionist prop- 
aganda. 

The Israelis want the world to look at the status of So- 
viet Jews and thereby strengthen the state of Israel itself. 
Their strategy is as follows. If Soviet Jews are living in 
conditions of repression (as the Brussels Congress was orc- 
hestrated to show) the only logical way to relieve their lot 
is to leave the Soviet Union. And where do they go? Israel, 
of course. And how? With a good dose of financial aid for 
this purpose from, most notably, the American Congress, 
a body whose record in dealing with the Soviet Union gives 
it the authority to speak on subjects of great bombast but 
little reason. 

One has further reason to be dubious about the Brussels 
Congress when people such as Senator Frank Church show 
up and start talking about enforcing the provisions of the 
Helsinki agreement. His job is better done in Washington 
(than in Brussels. 

But the ultimate question of the Brussels Congress is its 
essentia] function as a sideshow In the great international 
Zionist drama that portrays Israel as the haven for the 
world's Jews. If more and more will be allowed to immig- 
rate to Israel and settle in new settlements in occupied Arab 
territories, where does one draw the line between a huma- 
nitarian concern for people who live in a dictatorship and 
a colonial spirit that wishes to perpetuate the foul deed of 
Zionist occupation in Palestine? 

If there is so much concern for minorities in the Soviet 
Union, one should hold conferences to discuss the lot of 
Lithuanians and Georgians and radical artists and nqp t -. co- 
nformist scientists in the Soviet Union. If this is one% pu-' 
rpose, one should tackle the full question of life in a society 
that is run and controlled by the central authority of the 
state and the Communist Party. And if -that happens, we 
would revert to our docile sideline. role as spectators. 

But the Brussels Congress is none of this. It is a professi- 
onal media job that, unfortunately, has duped the media 
professionals who should know the difference between re- 
porting news and complicity in deceit 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Al-Ra'i and Ad Dustour both 
commented Thursday on the 
results of the Higher Joint Com- 
mittee meetings which ended 
in Amman on Wednesday.
